Whereas n number of individuals ol Bi 
nml its vicinity, who had paid some attentio 
that part of Human Physiology which tenches 
the influence ol temperature, air, cleanliness, 
ercise, sleep, food, drink, medicines. &c., on 
man health mid longevity, wen* desirous of unit¬ 
ing their efforts for the purpose of prosecuting 
still further the study ol this most useful science, 
—several meetings were recently held at Amory 
Hall, al one of which, namely, on'the lltli of 
February, 1837, an Association was organized, 
which ndopted the following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article i.

Physiological Society.
